age of wars. 

Many widows face a drab 
future with no one at their 
side, and young people lack a 
father’s guidance. 

Many prematurely aged war 
veterans suffer for the service 
they gave. 

A BLOOD-RED FLOWERING 

So on the eleventh day of 
the eleventh month, in all our 
streets we will see a sudden 
flowering of a mystic symbol, 
a blood-red Flanders poppy 
worn with pride.

old. 


Some residents believe the school was first 


opened in an old converted outbuilding or garage. 


This is not so. 


A 30ft. x I1ft. 6in. weatherboard 
building built to the Education Depart- 
ment’s specifications was specially erec- 
ted at the rear of their home by the late 


Mr. and Mrs. L. Fleming, of Blyth Street. 
The building had a double front door, side 


door and a fire place, 


Mr. L. Fleming Jun., who 
still ves in the family home 
has in his possession the con- 
tract which was signed on 
October 27, 1915, authorising 
the use of the new building 
for a schoo], A Mr. Living. 
ston signed on behalf of the 
Department. 


When in 1918, the building 
could no longer accommodate 
the growing number of chil 
dren, the school was moved 
to the Progress Hall. , 


The present school in Blyth 
Street was opened in 1922. 


EVENTS LEADING TO THE 
SCHOOL OPENING 


In 1914, two weeks before 
war was declared, the late 
Mr. and Mrs. L. Fleming 
came with their four chil 
dren, aged 7 years to six 
months, to reside in Altona, 
(Another two children were 
born in Altona.) 


The Department consented 
to help create public interest 
by supplying plans which 
could be put on public display. 
This was in 1921. 


At this time there were four 
houses east of Pier Street and 
six buildings west of Pier 
Street—these included the 
Homestead and a Coffee Pal- 
ace which is now’ the Royal 
Buildings in Pier. Street. 


Although there was a rail- 
way line running to the coal 
mine there were no passenger 
trains to Altona, A train 
which trucked brown coal 
from the mine ran once a 
week. 


After the Fleming's had 
been in Altona for seven 
months other families began 
moving into the area. 


The nearest state School was 


at~Laverton. * *Pted area. 


With an increasing number 
of children coming to the dis- 
trict, Mr. Fleming approached 
the Education Department 
with the request for an Al- 
tona school. 


He ‘was advised if there 
were 14 school age children 
and a suitable building avail- 
able a school would be opened. 





A census of the children re- 
vealed 13 of school age. 





ROTARY FOUNDATION — GROUP 
STUDY TOUR 10 CANADA 


As a result of community and employer 
interest in the Canadian Tour Project, the 
Rotary Club of Altona was able to submit 
.two applicants to their District Selection 


Committee. 


Interest in the project was 
keen and approximately 60 
nominees have offered them- 
selves for final selection. A 
total of six young men will, 
in mid-April, 1966, make the 
10 weeks trip to Canada, with 
all travel and accommodation 
expenses paid by the Rotary 
Foundation. 

Each year Rotary celebrates 
“Rotary Foundation Week” 
and the Rotary Club of Al- 
tona will join’ more. than 
12,000 other Rotary Clubs in 
128 countries and geographi- 
cal regions in participating in 
next week’s world-wide obser- 
vance on “The Rotary Foun- 
dation Week,” November 14. 
20, according to club presi- 
dent, Dr. John Leyden. 

“The idea of this special 
week is to focus attention on 
the objective of the Founda- 
tion: Ta promote understand- 
ing and friendly relations be- 
tween peoples of different na- 
tions through tangible and 
effective projects,’ he said. 
“This -year the Foundation 
has provided nearly $1,000,000 
for support of its programs, 
including the recent. expansion 
of activities. 

“These new activities, to be 
carried on in addition to the 


\ 

tary Foundation Fellowship 
program, include grants for 
study teams of young busi- 
ness and professional men to 
be exchanged between Rotary 
districts in different countries 
awards to young men to en- 
able them to take technical 
training in other countries, 
and consideration of financial 
support for new experimental 
projects to further interna 
tional understanding.” 

First awards have already 
been made for 34 Rotary dis- 
tricts to exchange study teams 
over a two-year period. The 
initial grants under the tech- 
nica) training program are 
scheduled for 1966. The Rotary 
Foundation’s Fellowships pro- 
gram provides for one year of 
graduate study at a university 
in another country. Since 
1947, the program’s inaugural 
year, nearly 2000 awards have 
been made to young people 
from 70 countries who have 
studied in 58 countries, Fel- 
‘owship awards have amoun- 
ted to over $4,500,000 during 
this time.

THE ARMY MOVES INTO 
ALTONA 


About this time Billy Hughes 
conscript army moved into 
Altona and the Fleming home 
and the school too, were right 
in the middle of the camp 
area. Local residents had to 
have a pass to move in and 
out of the camp area, Tents 
were erected south of the rail- 
way line from Bayview Street 
to Millers Road. Nobody ‘was 
allowed on the beach between 
these streets—it was.a restric: 


In 1938 the school was then 
moved to the Progress Hall, 
which was built in 1917 or 
1918, Two new teachers took 
charge—-a Mr. Martin and his 
daughter. The hall was divi- 
ded in two by a canvas blind 
erected across the centre of 
the building. Miss Martin 
taught Grades 1 to 3 at one 
end and her father taught 
Grades 4 to 8 at the other 
end. 


My. Martin was called Joser 
Martin by the boys and he 
was renowned for his temper. 
His strap is legendary—on to 
@ piece of broom handle he 
had nailed an 18in, strap 
which was frequently used on 
the boys hands. 


He was replaced by a Mr. 
George, who remained in 


charge for approximately 12° 


months, 


Then followed a teacher who 
is still kindly thought of. by 
his ex-pupils——Mr. Borrack. A 
teacher who was always will- 
ing to coach eager students af- 
ter school hours. 


The attendance at this time, 
1920-22, was in the vicinity 
of 160, Classes were being 
held in the Progress Hall, Mrs. 
Spear’s tea rooms and Davey’s 
ABC Cafe near the pier. Miss 
Silk was in charge of the 
grades in the cafe which spent 
their nature study periods 
walking along the beach. ° 


COMMITTEE PUSHES FOR 
A NEW SCHOOL BUILDING 


In the meantime the school 
committee was urging the 
Education Department to 
erect a new school building. 
As secretary of the commit- 
tee the late Mr. Fleming made 
many visits to the Department 
to discuss the needs of the 
school. 


Progress was made when 
My. Fleming accompanied the 
local member of Parliament, 
Mr. John Lemon, who was 
also a family friend, on one 
of these visits. 


The plans had the desired 
effect and in 1922 the present 
school (without the additions 
of later years) was opened 
and the students moved into 
their permanent school home.

Letter to the Editor 


At a recent meeting called by the Parents and 
Citizens Association of Altona ‘High School only 25 par- 
ents heard staff members explain the reasons for 
their dissatisfaction with aspects of Victorian edu- 


cation. 


We, as teachers are disturbed that the: 


present conditions in many of our schools 
prevent us from giving to the children of 
the state the education that our society 


can afford. 


Our dissatisfaction is based on the following— 


1—The large ‘class size 
throughout the state; three- 
quarters of all secondary 


classes are over 30 students 
and many are of 40 or more. 
This limits the effective teach- 
ing that can be given to in- 
dividual students and serious- 
ly affects educational stan- 
dards. Teachers cannot get 
to know students let alone 
teach them. 

2.—-The severe shortage of 
qualified staff. If we are to 
bring the ratio of staff to 
students to that recommended 
by educational research, we 
immediately need 1000 fully 
qualified teachers in our_high 
schools. The staff shortage 
means that qualified staff are 
loaded with work at senior 
Ievel and junior forms are 
“passed off” to whatever staff 
can be found—even if they 
have had no teacher training 
at all. 

3.—The refusal to provide 
adequate clerical- assistance to 
schools means that teachers 
are loaded with time wasting 
routine such as bookstall sup- 
ervision; canteen accounting; 
duplication and stapling of 
notes and exemination papers; 
locker distribution. This waste 
of time and staff extends 
right through to the head 
master. 

4.—The lack of relieving tea- 
chers to take the classes of 
those who are absent. These 
classes must be supervised by 
teachers who have a “free 
period” and who desperately’ 
need this time for preparation 
and correction of work. 


5—The inadequate equip- 
ment and accommodation pro- 
vided by the Education De- 
partment. Schools are provi- 
ded with a building and the 
minimum of equipment and 
are expected to arouse and 
depend upon the interest and 
economic fluency of the local 
community to provide such 
important equipment as library 
books, special teaching aids, 
assembly hall and gymnasium. 
It is extremely difficult to pro- 
vide effective teaching when 
40 or more children are cram- 
med into an_ ill-ventilated 
tlass room on the uncomfor- 
table desk seating provided. 
The design of this seating has 
been shown to be actually 
harmful to the posture and 
physical development of chil- 
dren. We are disturbed that 
the drabness and uninterest- 
ing surroundings of the aver- 
age class room may seriously 
effect the zsthetic values and 
judgments of the child. Re- 
member that a child spends 
more of his waking hours in 
a class room than in any other 
spot on earth. It is essential 
that the surrounding be as 
interesting and as challeng- 
ing as possible. 

6.—The poor and inadequate 
accommodation provided for 
the staff. Teachers are provi- 
ded with a small desk and 
crammed into a room 20ft. x 
24ft. in which as many as 24 
or more are supposed to pfe- 
pare our lessons. and plan 
work. The senior master and 
senior mistress have inade- 
quate office space to fulfil 
their special responsibilities 
and apart from the woodwork 
and domestic science staff no 
provision is made for staff to 
work or see students privately. 

We thus stress that we con- 
sider that the conditions in 
our schools are preventing 
students from receiving the 
education they deserve and 
are seriously lowering the 
morale of secondary teachers. 
As the continuation of these 
conditions may lead to a 
serious disruption of the edu- 
cation of the children of this 
and ther Victorian districts 





\ 


we urge all people of Altona 
to attend a public meeting in 
the Civic Hall on Friday, Nov- 
ember 18, at 8 p.m. to hear 
a full explanation of the 
problems of Victorian Educa- 
tion. Twice this year, secon- 
dary teachers have stopped 
work in protest against the 
failure of our Government to 
recognise the problems -that 
exist. There is a possibility 
that further, extensive stop 
pages could occur and seri- 





ously interfere with the edu- 
cation of the children. 

This would be as a last 
desperate attempt to bring the 
problems we have mentioned 
te public attention. 

It is vital that you hear the 
debates by educational ex- 
perts Mr. Brian Conway (Sec- 
retary of the Victorian Sec- 
ondary Teachers’ Association) 
and Mr. Henry. Schoenheimer 
(Lecturer in Education at 
Monash University) on the 
problems of education in our 
Schools. Thp Education De- 
partment will be represented 
by Mr. R. Reed (Chief Inspec- 
tor of Secondary Schools).

The breakwater now being constructed on the 
heach between Millers Roud and Surf Street, Al- 
fona, is being opposed by nearby and _ interested 


people, 


A petition to this effect signed by 
183 residents was presented to the | UNDERPASS CLOSED 
Altona Shire Council last Tuesday night. 


In reply the council invited representatives of 
the petitioners to put their case before the next 
meeting of the Parks, Properties and Foreshore 
Committee. Three speakers will be allowed. 


The petition reads as’ follows— 


“We the residents and prop- 
erty owners living on The Es- 
planade, Seaholme, and in the 
vicinity thereof, view with 
grave concern the commence- 
ment on Monday, October 18, 
1965, of the building of a 
breakwater a long distance to 
the westwards of the long ex- 
isting boat anchorage at Sea- 
holme. 


“The very shallow water 
channel immediately to the 
eastward of the proposed 
breakwater, at present being 
cleared of debris and sea 
weed by natural tidal flow, 
will, in consequence of this 
breakwater construction, be 
closed off from this natural 
flow of water. .. . 


“The consequence of this 
will, in all probability, result 
in siltation and the collection 
of large accumualtions of sea- 
weed, with its associated 
stench at low water, by reason 
of its decomposition resulting 
in the offensive odour of hy- 
drogen sulphide gas, which 
will also cause continuing and 
extensive damage to paint- 


'work of buildings on adjacent 


properties. 


“With the long history of 
accumulation of large quan- 
tities of seaweed on Altona 
beach and previous unsuccess- 
ful experiments with groynes 
to combat this nuisance, 
which only tended to cause 
further build-up of seaweed, 
it is most probable that sea- 
weed in large masses will also 
collect on the westward side 
of the breakwater. >
